Report  of  Town  Library. 

JEFFERSON  V1LLE  BRANCH. 
Miss  Carrie  Ca-Rrcxw,,  Librarian. 

Since  last  report  a  few  new  books  have  been  added 
and  after  all  the  necessary  expenses  have  been  paid,  the 
Cresendo  Club  have  nearly  $22  on  hand^  which  amount 
will  soon  be  increased  and  all  will  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  new  books..  During  the  year  eighteen  hundred  vol- 
umes have  been  loaned  to  its  many  patrons  Interest  in 
the  library  and  its  management  is  well  sustained.

About  June  1,  of  1904,  after  considerable  agitation 
the  Village  Library  Association  was  formed,  with  Mrs. 
E»  C.  Wells,  president  and  Mrs.  M.  M.  Reynolds,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  and  this  association,  into  whose  hands 
was  given  the  entire  charge  of  this  branch,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  A.  G.  Mohr,  entirely  overhauled  the  library,  re-cat- 
alogued same,  using  the  card  system  and  making  other 
improvements  in  the  method  of  registration  and  record. 

All  funds  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  they  have  engaged  Mrs.  J.  W.  Raymore  as 
librarian,  assumed  all  obligation  for  her  services,  rent,  etc. 
and  have  added  sixty-rive  volumes,  forty-four  from  their 
own  treasury,  sixteen  by  Rev.  A.  G.  Mohr,  two  by  Rev. 
Edwin  Wheelock,  and  three  volumes  from  other  sources. 

This  branch  now  hns  three  hundred  and  thirty  one 
volumes.  Since  August,  1904,  six  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  volumes  have  been  loaned  to  one  hundred  and  ten 
different  patrons. 

The  Cresendo  Club  and  the  Village  Library  Associa- 
tion assure  the  Town  of  a  permanent,  growing  library. 
Your  Trustees  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  in- 
creased to  $75  and  one-third  of  same  be  given  to  the  Wilson 
Library  at  North  Cambridge.
